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The Killing of Frank Hariand to 


be Avenged —Aa Intricate Case. 

On the 8th instant, after being out 
five hours, the jury in the case of the 
People vs. Aroni, charged with the 
killingof Frank Harland, returned a 
verdict of ‘‘murder in the first degree.”’ 
This was at Downieville, Sierra county, 
California. This has been one of the 
most interesting cases in the long list 
of California crimes, for at the outset 
everything indicated suicide, and not 


murder. 

Three years ago Harland was the 
superintendent ofthe Pilgrim mine at 
Forest City, a property which yielded 
just enough to encourage its owners in 
paying assessments, though at times 
very rich streaks would be encountered. 
However, the wages of the miners were 
not regularly forthcoming and Har- 
land, in good faith, pnt off their im- 
portunate demands with promises. 
Ultimately the men accused the super- 
the amalgam and 
a scene ensued. arland’s life was 
threatened by several in their passion, 
and the next morning, or at least 
soon thereafter, the dead body of the 
superintendent was found just outside 
his office door, a pistol by his side or 
in his hand. <A verdict of suicide was 
rendered by a Coroner’s jury and for a 
time and until the destitute wife of the 
deceased endeavored to obtain pay- 
ment on a life insurance policy for a 
large -sum, the matter res Mrs. 
Harland was refused the insurance 
money, a suicide reservation vitiating 
the song 

Then the laggard friends of the dead 
man, ever skeptical in regard to the 
suicide theory, enlisted in behalf of 
the widow: and detectives were en- 
geces to prove whether or not Frank 

arland had taken his own life. 

Many months passed by, when one 
day the Italian, Aroni, was arrested 
in San Francisco, whither he had re- 
moved shortly after Harland’s death, 
and charged with the murder of the 
whilom superintendent. The swarthy 
foreigner’s countrymen in this State, 
believing thé prisoner innocent, have 
since been active in his defense, en- 
gaging the hest’ counsel on the Coast 
to refute the terrible allegation. 

Six months or more ago Aroni was 
tried and the jury disagreed. He 
was remanded and two weeks ago the 
second trial began. In the interim 
the detectives brought new and con- 
clusive evidence of the man’s guilt to 
light and the second jury have branded 
him as a murderer’who shall pay the 
extreme penalty. The insurance com- 
pany must now pay over the amount 
of the policy on the dead man’s life, 
destitution will be relieved and crime 


punished.
